President's  Message 

I HAVE  the  honor  of  submitting  to  you  the  Forty-Seventh  An- 
nual Report  of  The  New  York  Skin  and  Cancer  Hospital.  This 
added  year  has  been  a  year  of  decided  advancement,  not  only 
along  professional  lines  but  also  in  the  administrative  and  utilitarian 
activities. 

We  regret  exceedingly  to  announce  the  death  of  Mr.  Alfred  R. 
Kimball  on  the  8th  day  of  December,  1929.  He  was  for  many  years 
the  Treasurer  of  our  Hospital.  It  is  largely  due  to  his  devotion  to 
the  Institution  and  his  sound  judgment  in  financial  matters  that  the 
Hospital  is  able  to  carry  on  its  work  to-day. 

The  professional  aspects  of  the  Hospital  as  set  forth  in  the  Medical 
Board  report  speaks  for  the  earnestness  that  characterizes  the  indi- 
vidual application  of  the  Staff  and  for  its  conclusions  as  a  collective 
working  unit. 

The  past  year  has  witnessed  many  changes  in  the  personnel  of 
the  Medical  Staff.  We  were  all  greatly  grieved  on  March  2d  to 
learn  that  Dr.  A.  Schuyler  Clark,  Attending  Dermatologist,  had  that 
day  suddenly  passed  away.  Dr.  Clark  was  beloved  and  respected  by 
his  professional  associates,  his  subordinates  and  his  patients.  We 
can  not  overestimate  what  his  passing  means  to  the  Hospital. 

During  June,  Dr.  George  H.  Semken,  Chief  Surgeon,  felt  it  neces- 
sary to  retire.  Dr.  Semken  was  for  many  years  one  of  the  most 
loyal  and  conscientious  members  of  the  Staff.  To  every  real  student 
of  the  cancer  problem  Dr.  Semken's  surgical  skill  is  outstanding. 
The  Board  of  Governors  is  unanimous  in  thanking  him  for  the  time 
and  conscientious  effort  given  for  so  many  years. 

In  June,  also,  Dr.  Henry  H.  Whitehouse,  Attending  Dermatolo- 
gist, having  attained  the  retirement  age,  was  at  his  request  retired 
and  then  was  made  a  member  of  the  Consulting  Staff.  The  Board 
takes  this  opportunity  to  publicly  acknowledge  the  faithful  and  un- 
tiring service  that  he  gave  for  so  many  years. 


The  latter  part  of  August  the  Board  accepted  the  resignation  of 
Dr.  Herbert  Willy  Meyer,  Associate  Attending  Surgeon.  He  is  a 
young  man  of  marked  ability.   We  regret  his  departure. 

Dr.  John  M.  Hanford,  Associate  Attending  Surgeon,  was  with  us 
for  six  months  as  the  result  of  special  arrangements  with  the  Pres- 
byterian Hospital.  We  are  sorry  that  we  were  unable  to  hold  him 
as  a  permanent  member  of  our  Staff.  We  wish  to  thank  him  for 
his  services  and  to  wish  him  continued  success. 

In  the  Dental  Department  there  has  been  considerable  change.  It 
seems  wiser  to  have  this  department  function  only  as  a  consultation 
plinic  for  the  cancer  and  dermatological  services.  The  following 
resignations  were  most  regretfully  accepted :

We  are  pleased  to  announce  the  appointment  of  Dr.  Henry  Hamil- 
ton Moore  Lyle  as  Director  of  the  Cancer  Service.  Dr.  Lyle  needs 
no  introduction,  for  his  well-known  surgical  skill  both  in  this  country 
and  during  the  World  War  bespeaks  for  itself. 

Dr.  Robert  Kennedy  has  been  appointed  Attending  Surgeon  in- 
stead of  Associate  Attending  Surgeon. 

Dr.  Albert  S.  Morrow  has  accepted  an  appointment  as  Attending 
Surgeon. 

Dr.  Jerome  S.  Kingsbury  was  appointed  Attending  Dermatologist 
to  take  over  the  service  of  the  late  Dr.  Clark. 

The  Board  of  Governors  desires  to  take  this  opportunity  to  express 
its  very  deep  appreciation  of  the  splendid  services  rendered  by  our 
Superintendent,  Miss  Myra  B.  Conover,  as  well  as  by  her  two  As- 
sistants, Miss  Grace  E.  Cantello  and  Miss  M.  Frances  Praught. 

We  also  wish  to  thank  the  following  whose  constant  attention  and 
interest  in  our  work  has  added  so  much  to  the  proper  functioning  of 
the  Hospital  and  to  the  comfort  of  the  patients :

We  are  grateful  for  the  service  and  interest  given  by  the  Reverend 
Dr.  W.  B.  Magnam  to  our  patients  and  to  the  Reverend  Dr.  Fred- 
erick E.  Tilly  for  his  interest  in  our  photographic  work  as  well  as 
personal  interest  in  the  patients  and  personnel  and  to  Miss  Florence 
E.  Weinholz  whose  teaching  has  brought  so  much  joy  and  sunshine 
to  our  children. 

We  are  again  indebted  to  Dr.  Charles  Mallory  Williams,  President 
of  the  Medical  Board  and  to  the  Board  itself,  for  their  unselfish 
devotion  to  the  interest  of  our  patients. 
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We  have  had  occasion  to  call  on  Mr.  J.  Edwards  Wyckoff  tor 
many  legal  services.  We  wish  to  acknowledge  his  ever  gracious 
attention. 

We  would  be  remiss  if  we  failed  to  mention  the  kindness  and 
courtesy  of  our  many  clerks  toward  the  patients.  Their  courtesy 
has  been  unwavering. 

It  has  been  the  policy  of  the  Board  of  Governors  of  The  New 
York  Skin  and  Cancer  Hospital,  as  in  the  past,  to  create  facilities 
that  would  adequately  meet  the  demands  made  upon  it  by  our  clinics. 
Jn  this  work  we  have  been  greatly  aided  by  the  Social  Service.  The 
Board  wishes  to  extend  its  grateful  thanks  to  the  President,  Mrs. 
Samuel  Adams  Clark,  and  to  those  ladies  who  serve  with  her,  in 
voluntarily  devoting  their  time  and  efforts  to  directing  this  branch 
of  the  Hospital  Service. 

The  problems  of  a  cancer  hospital  are  quite  different  from  those 
of  an  ordinary  hospital.  How  many  of  our  readers  realize  that 
frequently  when  cancer  patients  come  to  our  Hospital  they  come 
only  after  having  spent  what  little  money  they  had  elsewhere  in  a 
vain  attempt  to  have  a  cure  effective?  Many  cases  are  by  this  time 
incurable  so  it  becomes  our  duty  to  do  what  we  can  for  them  under 
the  circumstances.  With  skin  cases,  in  most  instances,  it  is  different. 
Their  diseases  although  disfiguring  are  usually  superficial.  These 
patients  are  cured  and  sent  out  into  the  world  as  normal  persons,  to 
again  become  wage  earners — full  self-supporting. 

While  the  recent  census  shows  a  smaller  number  of  people  living 
in  our  locality,  you  will  note  that  our  Out-Patient  Department  has 
increased  tremendously.  The  visits  totaled  180,873.  Because  so 
much  of  our  work  is  done  among  the  very  poor  or  those  able  to 
pay  only  a  small  sum  the  burden  becomes  heavier  each  year. 

The  cost  of  the  care  of  these  people  added  to  that  for  very  neces- 
sary repairs  and  renovations  has  been  extremely  heavy.  These  cur- 
rent expenses  have  exceeded  the  revenue  by  $64,682.98.  If  The  New 
York  Skin  and  Cancer  Hospital  is  to  continue  to  meet  the  demands 
made  upon  it,  it  must  have  considerably  increased  resources  and  en- 
dowments. Owing  to  financial  and  business  conditions  the  proposed 
drive  for  funds  has  been  postponed.  For  this  reason  we  trust  our 
friends  will  continue  generous  contributions. 

We  quote  from  a  letter  received  from  our  Certified  Accountants. 
Our  financial  report  appears  elsewhere  in  this  booklet — "Statement 
of  Income  and  Expenses  (Exhibit  "B")." 

"While  this  statement  has  been  prepared  in  comparative  form,  only  the  1929 
figures  have  been  audited  by  us;  the  1928  figures  were  accepted  from  the  state- 
ment of  accounts  compiled  by  your  former  auditor. 
"General: 

"In  the  course  of  our  audit  we  tested  vouchers  with  entries  in  the  voucher 
register. 

"All  pay  rolls  were  footed  and  tests  were  made  as  to  the  fact  that  signatures 
of  recipients  were  recorded  on  individual  pay  roll  envelopes. 

"All  books  of  original  entry  were  footed  and  all  postings  to  the  General 
Ledger  were  checked. 
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"Duplicate  receipts  and  Clinic  Cash  Register  readings  summaries  were  tested. 
"The  minutes  of  the  Meetings  of  the  Board  of  Governors  were  read  and 
found  to  authorize  transactions  recorded  on  the  books.

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REPORT  OF  THE  MEDICAL  BOARD 


The  year  1929  has  been  marked  by  increased  activity  in  all  depart- 
ments of  the  Hospital.  The  Board  of  Governors,  and  its  able  and 
devoted  President  have  worked  arduously  with  only  one  object  in 
mind,  how  best  to  serve  the  multitude  crowding  the  Institution. 
Their  executive  management  merits  the  highest  praise.  The  Medical 
Board  is  also  grateful  for  their  cordial  cooperation  in  the  medical  and 
surgical  care  of  the  innumerable  patients  attending  the  Hospital. 
As  in  the  past,  the  Out-Patient  Department  for  skin  diseases  remains 
the  most  important  factor  in  the  growth  of  the  Institution.  Its  at- 
tendance is  the  largest  in  the  country,  and  it  is  here  that  there  is  the 
greatest  and  most  pressing  need  for  additional  space.  Two  clinics 
are  held  daily  on  a  single  floor  in  the  small  original  building.  In  the 
past  year  123,296  dermatologic  sufferers  applied  for  relief !  What 
a  glorious  opportunity  for  well  directed  philanthropy  lies  in  this 
simple  statement  of  fact. 

The  Dermatological  Department 

From  the  Out-Patient  Department,  260  patients  were  admitted  to 
the  wards.  The  total  number  of  hospital  days  were  9,159.  As 
usual,  this  department  has  shown  the  regular  marked  increase  in 
attendance.  There  were  29,145  new  patients,  and  94,151  revisits. 
The  total  number  of  consultations  were  123.296,  an  increase  over 
1928  of  2,691  new  cases,  19,753  revisits,  and  22,444  consultations. 
These  figures  well  illustrate  the  remarkable  growth  of  this  depart- 
ment. The  original  work  done  by  various  members  of  the  Medical 
Staff  covered :  Research,  Chemotherapeutics,  and  the  History  of 
Dermatology.  The  clinics  were  well  represented  at  the  meetings  of 
the  various  dermatological  societies,  and  many  rare  and  anomalous 
skin  diseases  were  exhibited.  Several  members  of  the  Medical  Staff 
received  dermatologic  honors  during  the  year,  and  were  in  attendance 
at  State  and  National  Conventions.  Meetings  of  the  Clinical  Society 
were  held  monthly,  except  during  the  Summer.  At  these  meetings 
26  cases  were  formally  presented,  but  a  much  larger  number  were 
shown  before  the  meetings.  There  were  two  lantern  slide  demon- 
strations.  Four  papers  were  read : 

Mathematics  of  the  Insertion  of  Radium  Needles. 

Normal  Values  in  Blood  Chemistry  and  Their  Interpretations. 

Unusual  Pyelograms. 

Arsenic  Findings  in  Skin  Diseases  in  Infants  and  Young  Chil- 
dren with  Special  Reference  to  Eczema. 
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Special  Treatment  and  Research  Clinic 

Research  work  on  Eczema,  Psoriasis,  Acne,  and  Lupus  Erythema- 
tosus which  was  started  several  years  ago  has  been  continued.  The 
association  of  Arsenic  with  infantile  eczema  has  been  studied  and 
reported  on. 

The  association  of  other  heavy  metals  with  eczema  and  allied  con- 
ditions has  been  taken  up.  A  routine  examination  for  Lead  has  been 
added  to  the  regular  routine  in  these  cases.  Its  frequent  presence 
seems  to  show  a  possible  etiological  relation.  A  study  of  Alopecia 
Areata  has  been  made.   The  findings  are  of  value. 

The  relationship  of  Tuberculosis  to  dermatological  conditions  as 
shown  by  blood  complement  fixation  test  has  been  undertaken.  The 
findings  are  of  such  importance  that  the  work  will  be  continued. 

Studies  in  basal  metabolism  are  being  continued.  A  report  on 
this  subject  was  made  to  the  N.  Y.  State  Medical  Society  at  its 
meeting  at  Utica  last  June. 

In  addition  to  blood  chemical  examinations  for  sugar,  chlorides, 
urea  nitrogen,  uric  acid  and  bile  index,  determinations  for  Calcium 
and  Phosphorous  have  been  added  to  the  procedure. 

A  study  of  the  Acid-Base  equilibrium  in  the  blood  as  shown  by  the 
Carbon  Dioxide  combining  power  is  being  carried  out. 

The  following  papers,  based  on  the  work  in  this  department,  have 
been  prepared  and  published : 

Basal  Metabolism  in  Dermatological  Conditions. 
The  Relation  of  Arsenic  to  Public  Health. 
Health  Hazards  from  the  Ingestion  of  Small  Amounts  of  Metals. 
Arsenic  as  a  Problem  in  Present  Day  Public  Health  Manage- 
ment. 

The  paper  on  "Arsenic  in  Relation  to  Infantile  Eczema"  will  ap- 
pear in  the  next  few  weeks. 

The  paper  on  "Alopecia  Areata"  will  be  reported  to  the  Interna- 
tional Dermatological  Congress  at  Copenhagen  next  August. 

A  total  of  48,071  patients  were  treated  in  the  Special  Treatment 
Clinic,  and  43,380  miscellaneous  analyses  were  made. 

The  Cancer  Department 

During  the  latter  part  of  1929  extensive  reorganization  of  this 
department  was  commenced  under  the  new  director.  The  aim  is  to 
coordinate  all  types  of  treatment  of  cancer  under  a  single  head,  that 
the  patient  may  have  the  benefit  of  the  broadest  possible  approach 
to  the  needs  of  his  individual  case.  To  this  end  the  surgical  service, 
the  medical  service,  the  department  of  radiation  therapy,  the  oto- 
laryngological  service  and  the  dental  service  will  all  function  in  the 
cancer  problem  as  subdivisions  of  the  cancer  department  and  co- 
operate in  team  work  to  serve  the  best  interests  of  the  patient. 
Stress  will  not  be  laid  on  one  type  of  treatment  to  the  exclusion  of 
others,  but  each  type  will  play  its  part  in  so  far  as  it  may  be  of 
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recognized  assistance.  This  will  require  extensive  personnel  and 
structural  changes  which  must  be  gradual  and  form  a  compact 
skeleton  for  development  when  larger  quarters  become  available. 

During  these  changes  the  high  character  of  the  routine  work 
has  been  maintained.  Eight  hundred  and  thirteen  patients  have  been 
admitted  to  the  surgical  wards  of  the  Hospital,  remaining  for  9,997 
hospital  days,  i.  e.,  their  average  stay  has  been  12  days.  Seven  hun- 
dred and  forty-two  operations  were  performed.  In  the  out-patient 
surgical  clinic  3,359  new  and  6,156  old  patients  were  seen,  making  a 
total  of  9,515  visits.  There  were  1,409  minor  surgical  operations 
performed  in  the  clinic.  During  the  year  the  Follow-Up  Clinic  con- 
tinued to  prove  of  great  instructive  value  and  benefit  to  the  patients. 
Eleven  of  these  were  held  with  a  total  attendance  of  1,143. 

The  addition  of  a  Bovie  Electro- Surgical  Unit  in  the  operating 
room  has  proved  of  value  in  the  treatment  of  certain  types  of  cases. 
The  operating  suite  has  been  so  arranged  that  two  operations  may 
be  in  progress  at  the  same  time,  thereby  allowing  considerable  econ- 
omy in  time.  The  addition  of  screen  curtains  about  the  beds  in  the 
wards  has  given  added  comfort  and  privacy  to  the  patients,  while 
improving  the  appearance  of  the  wards  and  not  diminishing  the  ven- 
tilation. 

After  extensive  laboratory  investigation  under  the  guidance  of 
Dr.  Gwathmey  the  use  of  Avertin  anaesthesia  administered  rectally 
was  commenced  in  the  latter  part  of  the  year  in  selected  cases  and 
bids  fair  to  prove  beneficial  to  the  patient  in  removing  many  of  the 
unpleasant  effects  of  ether. 

The  purchase  of  another  gram  of  radium  which  is  expected  to 
be  in  use  early  in  1930  will  add  considerably  to  the  opportunity  for 
more  complete  radiation  treatment. 

With  the  recognition  of  the  gravity  of  the  cancer  problem  it  is 
becoming  generally  admitted  that  the  treatment  of  cancer  is  a  spe- 
cialty in  itself.  Such  institutions  as  ours  must  form  the  backbone 
of  research  and  education  of  physicians,  as  well  as  the  proper  haven 
for  the  afflicted  patient  to  gain  the  benefit  of  the  most  experienced 
care  and  treatment.  We  are  able  to  report  progress  toward  these 
ideals. 

The  Oral  Surgical  Department  has  continued  its  valuable  work, 
2,834  patients  were  treated.  There  was  an  increase  of  111  consulta- 
tions over  the  previous  year. 

In  the  Radium  and  Roentgenological  Department  2,200  patients 
received  6,489  unfiltered  X-Ray  treatments,  489  filtered  treatments 
and  447  radium  treatments.  Four  hundred  and  ninety-one  were  ex- 
amined fluoroscopically  and  with  radiographs. 

The  Rhinological  and  Laryngological  Department  proved  of  great 
assistance  to  the  Dermatologic  and  Surgical  Divisions.  Two  thou- 
sand four  hundred  and  fifty-one  patients  were  treated,  an  increase 
over  the  previous  year  of  1,275. 
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The  Medical  Clinic  proved  of  great  value,  consultations  numbered 
1,869. 

In  the  Photographic  Department  2,585  negatives,  4,410  prints,  and 
405  lantern  slides  were  made. 

The  Urological  Department  has  done  splendid  work.  The  total 
number  of  cases  treated  were  2,295,  and  the  total  number  of  visits, 
8,795. 

The  work  of  the  Pathological  Department  is  reported  in  detail 
in  its  statistical  report.  The  Director  and  his  assistants  have  been 
unfailing  in  their  efforts  to  prove  of  assistance  to  the  two  major 
divisions  of  the  Hospital. 

In  conclusion,  the  Medical  Board  wishes  to  acknowledge,  with 
grateful  thanks,  its  appreciation  of  the  ever  cordial  cooperation  of 
the  Superintendent,  Miss  Conover,  and  her  assistants.  The  Board 
is  also  grateful  to  the  Associate  and  Assistant  Attending  Physicians 
for  their  work  during  the  year.  The  "esprit  de  corps"  and  mutual 
willingness  to  help  evinced  by  the  many  departments  merits  the  high- 
est praise.

"Mr.  Alfred  R.  Kimball  become  a  member  of  the  Board  of 
Governors  of  The  New  York  Skin  and  Cancer  Hospital  about 
the  year  1893  and  Treasurer  of  the  Hospital  about  the  year 
1905.  On  account  of  ill  health  he  resigned  as  Governor  and 
Treasurer  in  1927.  and  his  death  occurred  on  the  8th  day  of 
December,  1929. 

"The  service  of  Mr.  Kimball  during  these  years  was  char- 
acterized by  unusual  ability  and  devotion.  He  constantly  carried 
the  financial  problems  of  the  Institution  in  his  heart  and  on  his 
mind,  and  was  resourceful  and  courageous  in  meeting  emer- 
gencies. Under  his  able  administration  the  Endowment  Fund 
was  largely  increased,  and  the  Building  Fund  was  created  and 
enlarged. 

"Mr.  Kimball  was  delightful  in  social  intercourse  with  his 
fellow-Governors,  and  they  early  learned  to  have  great  con- 
fidence in  his  sound  judgment,  and  appreciated  his  unselfish 
labors  to  promote  the  best  interests  of  the  Hospital. 

"The  Board  desires  to  record  its  feeling  of  loss  at  his  death, 
and  requests  the  Secretary  to  enter  this  minute  upon  the  rec- 
ords, and  to  transmit  a  copy  thereof  to  Mr.  Kimball's  family, 
with  expressions  of  sincere  sympathy  in  the  great  sorrow  which 
they  have  sustained."

"The  Board  records  with  sincere  sorrow  the  death  on  March 
22,  1929,  of  Dr.  A.  Schuyler  Clark,  an  honored  member  of  our 
Medical  Board. 

"Dr.  Clark  was  born  in  New  Brunswick,  New  Jersey,  on  July 
26,  1874.  He  attended  Rutgers  Preparatory  School  and  Rutgers 
University,  from  which  he  was  graduated  in  1895  with  the  degree 
of  Bachelor  of  Science,  and  three  years  later  he  received  from  the 
same  university  the  degree  of  Master  of  Science.  In  1899  he  was 
graduated  from  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Co- 
lumbia University  with  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine.  He 
served  as  an  interne  at  Roosevelt  Hospital  for  eighteen  months 
after  graduation,  and  was  licensed  to  practice  medicine  in  New 
York  in  1901.  He  was  licensed  to  practice  medicine  in  New 
Jersey  in  1902.  He  was  for  many  years  one  of  the  foremost  of 
our  attending  physicians  in  the  Dermatological  Department  and 
held  appointments  from  a  number  of  other  well-known  hospitals, 
both  in  New  York  and  in  New  Jersey. 

"Dr.  Clark  was  an  honored  member  of  the  New  York  Derma- 
tological Society,  American  Medical  Association,  New  York 
Academy  of  Medicine,  New  Jersey  State  Medical  Society,  and 
Association  of  Military  Surgeons. 

"Dr.  Clark  was  an  authority  and  wrote  numerous  articles  on 
Dermatology,  and  did  extensive  original  work  with  Radium,  X-ray 
and  Salvarsan. 

"His  war  record  was  as  follows :  Lieutenant,  Army  Medical 
Corps,  March,  1917;  Captain,  Army  Medical  Corps,  April,  1917; 
Major  Army  Medical  Corps,  December,  1917;  Lieutenant  Colonel, 
Medical  Reserve  Corps,  June,  1919. 

"He  was  a  member  of  the  following  clubs :  Delta  Phi  Fra- 
ternity, Omega  Fraternity,  University,  Riding,  Fairfield,  County 
Country  Club,  Fairfield  County  Hunt,  Pequot  Yacht,  Yeamans 
Hall,  Deepdale  Golf,  Leash. 

"While  this  minute  has  largely  to  do  with  Dr.  Clark's  profes- 
sional life,  it  may  not  be  amiss  to  record  that  he  was  an  ideal 
husband  and  father,  a  loyal  and  true  friend,  a  good  citizen,  and, 
in  the  best  sense  of  the  word,  a  noble  Christian  character.  Per- 
haps Dr.  Clark's  most  engaging  characteristic  was  his  cheerful 
outlook  on  life,  which  impressed  itself  upon  his  associates  and  all 
those  with  whom  he  came  in  contact.  The  full  extent  of  his 
charitable  work  cannot  be  adequately  estimated,  but  it  is  known 
and  should  be  recorded  that  no  patient  was  ever  turned  away 
because  of  impecuniosity,  and  at  the  Hospital  he  gave  instructions 
that  all  such  cases  were  to  be  called  to  his  attention. 

"The  devotion  to  Dr.  Clark  of  his  associates,  his  subordinates, 
and  all  who  knew  him,  is  the  greatest  tribute  to  his  character. 

"It  is  the  wish  of  the  Board  that  this  minute  be  recorded  and 
that  a  suitable  engrossed  copy  thereof  be  sent  to  Dr.  Clark's 
family,  with  expression  of  their  sincere  sympathy."
